SUBJECT: INDO-BANGLADESH BORDER TALKS TO BEGIN APRIL 28 IN NEW DELHI 

1 . THE BDG ANNOUNCED APRIL 26 THAT A NEW ROUND OF BORDER TALKS 
BETWEEN INDIA AND BANGLADESH WOULD BEGIN APRIL 28 IN NEW 
DELHI. THE BANGLADESH DELEGATION WILL BE LED BY MAJOR GENERAL 
KAZI GOLAM DASTAGIR, DIRECTOR-GENERAL OF THE BANGLADESH 
RIFLES. OTHER MEMBERS OF THE DELEGATION WILL BE: S.A. HAKIM, 
COUNSELLOR OF THE BANGLADESH HIGH COMMISSION IN NEW DELHI; 

LT. COL. S.A. BHUYA; LT. COL. A. AZIZ; AND M.M. REZA, DEPUTY 
SECRETARY, MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS. 

2. GENERAL DESTAGIR TOLD AMBASSADOR EVENING OF APRIL 26 
THAT BDG BELIEVE GOI HAD TAKEN DECISION AT "POLITICAL LEVEL" 

TO DISCONTINUE SUPPORT OF "MISCREANTS ". DASTAGIR LOOKED 
FORWARD TO FACE-TO-FACE TALK WITH DIRECTOR, BSF, TO ASCERTAIN 
WHETHER THIS DECISION HAD BEEN COMMUNICATED DOWN TO 
THAT LEVEL. DASTAGIR ALSO SAID THAT BDG SAW RESEARCH AND 
ANALYSIS WING (RAW) AS INSTIGATOR OF MISCREAT SUPPORT 
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AND HOPED THAT UNDER NEW PRIME MINISTER RAW WOULD NO LONGER 
HAVE THIS MANDATE. DASTAGIR, WHO EXPECTED TO BE IN NEW DELHI 
ONLY ONE WORKING DAY, ALSO LOOKED FORWARD TO WHAT HE CALLED 
"PROTOCOL CALLS" ON COUNTERPARTS THERE (PRESUMABLY 
AT HOME AND EXTERNAL AFFAIRS MINISTRIES.) 

3. DASTAGIR, IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION. ADDED THAT HE DID NOT 
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THINK QADIR SIDDIQUI COULD RETURN SAFELY TO BANGLADESH AS 
A PRIVATE CITIZEN. HIS MISDEEDS HAVE BEEN SO GREAT, 

DASTAGIR THOUGHT, THAT HIS LIFE WOULD BE IN DANGER. 

4. COMMENT: IT SEEMS CLEAR THAT BDG, WITH WHAT APPEARS THUS FAR TO 
BE A SUCCESSFUL BROAD AGREEMENT ON FARAKKA BEHIND IT, NOW EXPECTS 
AGREEMENT ON BORDER PROBLEMS TO FOLLOW. 
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
